ford took a dose of medicine supposed 
to be bicarbonate of soda, which had 
been purchased in San Francisco. 


It Is said that the bottle contained 


strychnine and that she had taken 
enough to kill twenty persons. An 
autopsy will be held at once.

Fire Which Swept Away Al- 


most Entire City 


William Noyes, the genial deputy 


county clerk, became reminiscent yes- 
terday and recounted the thrilling ex- 
citement of Reno's holocaust in 1879. 


"It was the most devastating fire 


that has ever visited the metropolis," 
he said, "and it comes to me as clear 
as if it were but yesterday. 


"The fire swept the city from one 


end to the other and nearly every 
house in the city vras wiped oft the 
map." 


The great flre occurred Just twenty- 


six years ago this morning. A high 
wind was blowing at the time which 
continued for three weeks.

Thyes was one of the officers of the 
volunteer company at that time and he 
said that no sooner than these brave 
men would qunch the angry tongue of 
the destructive element than the high 
wind would again blow the smoldering 
embers Into a disastrous flame. 


For three weeks .strong men fought 


Six persons were killed and 
thousands rendered homeless.
